intimately connected are essentially different 
in their nature, are mixed up. The question 
of labour and that’ of the labourer are dis: 
tinct, It must be obviously to the advane 
tage of any given Stato that Inbour should be 
cheap; but it may be toits detriment that 
labouring men should be underpwid and that 
poverty among them should. be, allowed to 
spread utchecked. ‘The question at issue 
may thus. bo stated in the following fortn. Is 
it possible to obtain the benefits'of cheap 
labour without incurring the disadvantage 
of depriving our labouring men of sufficient 
to support them in a fair degree of comfort ; 
if the labouring classes would be deprived to 
somo oxtent ofthe amount of wages which 
would accrue to tham wero foreign labour not 
jn troduced, would this not be more than 
counterbalanced by the general cheapness 
of, commodities which must ensue from 
general cheapness of labour ; and, lastly, is it 
not more easy to the country at large and 
more beneficial to tho workmen, to find a re- 
mody for any inconvenience which may result 


to them from the. importation of foraign la- 


bour than to attempt, to prevent cheap labour 
by artificial menris? 

The two first questions may fairly be an- 
swered together. That the advent of foreign 
Jabour would reduce wages and thereby tend: 
to cause at least temporary distress there can 
be no doubt; but we cannot ignore that’ 
against this we bave to set an immense ad- 
vantage to be reaped in the increase of, the 
wealth of the country ; and, in this, the labour- 
jpg man would share in common with other 
people. But while anxious to obtain the 
cheap labour,,the state caonot entirely ignore 
the labourer, and if be feels bound to leave 
movementsof commerceunshackled, but knows 
that by so doing much distress must at loast 
for a time accrue to very large and im- 
portant classes—-the labouring classes, who 
in fact form tho backbone of the nation—it 
is its business to aid them in mooting tho 
difficulties, or to teach them how they can 
pest do ao themealves; but it cannot be as- 
sumod that the Government is to interfere 
with the working of supply and demand in 
the labour market for the protection either 
of moster or man. In old tintes the error 
waa made of imagining that the Government 
was justified in interfering for tho bonofit of 
the former. The enlightened . views-of-mo-- 
dern days have fortunately put an end to this 
fallacy, and any idea of coercing labouring 
men or of treating them before the lawa dif- 
ferently to other classes have long ago been 
abandoned. It ia to be hoped that having 
got so far, wo shall not commit tho same 
error, bat only in the opposite diréction. A. | 
master ought to be permitted to employ 
whom be likes and to ba protected from mo- 
lestation of all kinds in doing so, and any 
attempt to shackle him must reault not only 
in an injustice towards him, but. if the argu- 
ments above given ate correct, in much detri- 
ment to the country at large. oe 

As respects the importation ‘of Chinese 
labourers, wedo not think this contingency is 
very likely tooceur, seeing what vast numbers 
there are at home seeking employment; but 
if manufacturers considered it to their advan- 
tage to take that step, we do not-see ‘how the 
Government could be more reasonably called 

upon to preverit it than to prevent the em- 
ployment of Belgian or German workmen.
